Both cabooses caunght fire immedi-
ately.

Jones Hhad a broken
shoulder. besides many severe brulses,
and was pretty badly scorced. Dation
sustained a severe cut on the head
and was frightfully bruised-aill over
his body. Kibbler had his head badly
cut and received many bruises. Mc-
Manus and Holmes escaped with cuts
and bruises, which are, however, quite
severe. Both cabooses were burned to

The Cable Ship Silverton Now Reel-

ing Off the First Section. S

The world has waited long and im-
patiently for a Pac cable, and now
it is getting one. At this moment, a
cable ship emploved by an Amnrivafl
concern, backed by American capital,
and impelled by American energy |
enterprise is actually laying the
link, between San Francisco and Hor
lnlu, at the rate of 160 miles a day, and
will complete the job within a month.
Thence the line will be continued w
all possible expedition in not exceed
two years’ time to Manila via.Midway
island and Guam.

TThis event is progressing without any
beating of tomtoms, without the slight-
est ostentation, in fact, silently; and
yet, inasmuch as it is bound to intro-
duce a new era in trans-Pacific com-
munication, it is an event of great mo-
ment, calculated to fire one’s imagina-
tion and Kkindle one's enthusiasm.
Sipce the year 1866—that is, for thirty-
six years past—we have had uninter-
rupted cable communication across the
Atlantic ocean, but never yet have we
had a cable across the Pacific. Pro-
jects innumerable have been formed
and exploited to supply the lack, but
none of them until now has eventuated
into a fact.

There is already a cable from Ma-
nila to Hongkong, the one that Dewey
judicicusly cut in May, 1888, and from
Hongkong there branches out a net-
work of coast and insular cables reach-
ing the wvarious ports of China, For-
mosa and Japan on the Asiatic side;
so that the Pacific cable, when com-
pleted to Manila, will give us direct
access wesiward to China and Japan,
as well as to the Philippines and Ha-
waii.

Flash Will Be Direct.

Until the cable company was incor-
porated the rate for cable messages
from New York to the Philippines was
$2.35 per word. Since its incorpora-
tion, in September, 1901, the rate which
the United States has kad to pay has
